PUBLIC FEELING IN LOUISIANA, 

New Osveans, La., Oct. 26.—Lhe following 
letter from a respectable and reputable source 
to a business firm in this city is vouched for. 
The writer’s pame is omitted for fear of pefsecu- 
tion. It shows the feeling among the people of 
the country parishes. Oiuer letters of similar 
purpoit are published here: 

Grant Parisa, Oct, 20, 1874, 

Gents: We haveasquad of United States cavalry 
up here that I am afraid will play the mischief with 
our prospects, We do not biame the cavalry, for they 
are soldiers, and have to obey orders, Last night a 
squad came to my brother’s house between midnight 
and daylight, arrested him without @ warrant 
or authority, took him away from his wife 
and two iittie children, the eldest + 
years old, rode him around the country till just before 
daylight, and then told him togo home, They had no 
warrant for him, but when they came to the house, 
and he told them his name, the Marshal looked at a 
long list, and said he had a warrant for him, The two 
soOiaiers that guarded him to his stable to get his horse 
said, while out there, that they’d be damned if they 
were not tired of this midnight business. My brother 
told me the Lieutenant that was along did not have 4 
word to say. He seemed to be there because he had 
to be, and that he disliked it very much. No Demo- 
cratic citizen is allowed to sleepall night. He is likely 
to be dragged from bis family and bed at any time of 
night to be carried around through the country .to 
intimidate white people, and keep them away from the 
polls. This is a strong Democratic parish, but I am 
afraid that one-half of the whites will not vote, Gen. 
Emory says no troops bave been used to carry the 
elections or for purposes of intimidation, They are be- 
ing used right here for that purpose now, and a grest 
mauy persons are saying it 18 DO use, they Won’t give 
us a fair election, and if we demand our rights, the 
Marshal will arrest us under instructions contained in 
the Attorney-General’s circular. I wish you 
would see if that is what the Advisory 
Board calls fair play. I never saw such a des- 
perate efort made to intimidate white 
people as is being made here. I have seen United 
States troops carry elections before in Rapides Parish, 
but itdid uot compare with this midnight arrest of 
people without the shadow of a warrant, I expect my 
turn will come to-night, . 

SHREVEP Rr, La., Oct, 26.—The officers of the Era 
No, 10, which arrived from below to-night, reports 
that the greatest consternation prevails at all points 
below bere, and at Alexandria the cavairy are now com- 
img up the river from Natchitoches, arresting men as 
they progress, At the time the Era passed up tifteen or 
twenty men had been arrested between Natchitoches 
and Grapple’s Bluff, and the planters above the last- 
named point were expecting to be taken when the 
troops arrived, Officers of the Era contirm the state— 
ment of Capt. Scovilte, of the Bryarly, and state 
further that many plenters have fled from their homes, 
and that the negroes have gathered in large numbers 
at the towns along the river. leaving unpicked the 
finest cotton crop in several years, 

THE NEW ORLEANS NATURALIZATION CASES, 

New Orvrans, La., Oct. meeting of 
naturalized citizens will be held on Wednesday 
to consider the mactier of the Attorney-Geueral’s 
opizion and actioa of the authorities regarding 
the naturalization-papers issued by the Secoid 
District Court. The records of the Court show 
4,804 peisons naturalized since January, 1864. 
it is stated that a number of papers were also 
issued during a term of Judge Daviguard, of 
which there is not a record. 

A meeting of members of the Bar is called for 
Wednesday to consider Field's opinion on the 
Second District Court naturalizatious. It is un- 
derstood that the State authorities have con- 
cluded to arrange separate boxes for the ballots 
of voters oaturalized in the Second District 
Court, the votes to be counted and the candi- 
dates affected by the results to contest before 
the courts. 
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MERRILL CONDEMNED. 

New Orreans, La., Oct. 26.—Military officers 
here generally condemn the action of Merrill at 
Shreveport. Merrili telegraphs to Gen. Emory 
that his action has been greatly exaggerated. 
Merrill made the affidavit on which the arrests 
were wade. lT'his fact cannot be denied. 

THE ALABAMA ARRESTS. 

New York, Oct. 26.—A Mobile dispatch states 
that all the testimony in the case of the allezed 
conspirators of Sumter County was taken on 
Saturday, aud immediately John Little, colored, 
and Col. Lee, two of the tour defendants, were 
discharged. Itcame out on trial that these 
two men were to be used for the defense, 
and they were made co-defendants, that the de- 
fense might be deprived of their evidence. 
Hester, the United States official who caused the 
arrest of the men, had been with Admiral 
Semmes as one of the junior ollicers of the Con- 
federate cruiser Alabama. 

This was tae third day in the proceedings in 
the Wetmore case. Commissioner Gillette re- 
fused to bear the argument of course! upon the 
ground that his duties as United Siates Commis- 
siouer prevented him from giviug suflicient time 
tothe case for that purpose. He suygested that 
the counsel on each side present arguments to him 
in writing, and after cousidering the argument 
in connection with woe testimony he would ren- 
der a decision. Oounsel for defense objected to 
tunis. The Commissioner finally agreed to post- 
pone the argument until Nov. 10. Tne prisoners 
were released upon their own recoguizauces, and 
the Court adjourned.

THE EPISCOPALIANSs 
INDIAN CIVILIZATION. 

New York, Oct. 26.—Tbhe General Convention 
of the Protestant Hpiscopal Church resumed 
business to-day. Immediately after morning 
prayer, William Welsh, of Philadelphia, on be- 
half of the Committee on Unfinished Business, 
reported that at the last meeting a commitice 
bad beon appointed to promote civilization 


among the Indians, and read a letter from Gen. 


Custer on the subject. 

The Committee entered a protest against the 
sale of the Indian reservations or territory, and 
recommended the appointment of a Committee 
on Indian Affairs. Tue old Committee was con- 


tinued. 
OFFENDING CLERGYMEN. 

The following resolutions were received from 
the House of Bishops: 

Resolved, the House of Deputies concurring, That 
Paragraph 1, of Sec. 1, of Canon 2, of Title 11, be 
amend by adding after the words * crime or im- 
morality,” these words following: ‘And if be be 
presented under Paragraph 1 of this section, the Bishop 
may, with the advice and consent of the Standing 
Committee, at once inhibit the minister of his minis- 
try from ail functions of his ministry untu trial be had 
and a verdict given,” 

feso'ved, That Paragraph 1, of Cec. 1, of Canon 2, 
of Title 1, be amended by striking out the words “on 
being found guilty,” and inserting in their stead the 
words “if he be found guilty, 

Resolved, House of Deputies concurring, that Sec. 1, 
Canon 6, of Title 11, be amended to read as follows: 
“If any Presbyter or Deacon shail, without availing 
himself of provisions of C:inon5 of tthis itle, aban- 
don the communion of this Church by an open renun- 
ciation of the doctrine, discipline, and worship of this 
Church, by formal admission into any religious body 
not in communion with the same, or in any other way, 
it shall be the duty of the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese to make certificate of the fact to the 
Bishop of the Diocese, or, if there be no Bishop, to 
the Bishop of an adjoining diocese, which certifiicate 
shall be recorded, and shall be taken and deemed by 
ecclesiastic authority a8 equivalent to a renunciation 
of the ministry by the minister himself, and said 
Bishop may thea proceed to suspend, fer six months, 
the Presbyter or Dea on eo certified as abandouing 
the communion of tais Church, Notice shail be 
given to said minister by said Bishop receiving the 
certificate that unless he shail within six months 
inake deplarauion thet tbe facts in said certificate are 
false, hé will be deposed from the ministry of this 
Church, 

The resolutions were referred to the Commit- 
tee on Canons. 

FRATERNAL. 

The Secretary read a communication from the 
Convocatioa of Canterbury, England, transmit- 
ting a chrouicle of the Jast Convoca‘ion and re- 
turning thanks for the documeuts received from 
the Geuverai Convocation. 

THE CENTENNIAL. 

The Rev. Mr. Getze, of Pittsburg, offered a 
resolution reques.ing the House of Bishops to 
set apart appropriate religious services to be 
celebrated on the Centennial Anniversary of 
American indepeudence, Laid over uniil to- 
Worrow,. 

It was resolved to appoint a committee, to act 
with asimilar commitiee trom the House of 
Bishops, to determine upon the place for holding 
the uext General Convention. 

GENERAL THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 

The Committee on Generali Theological Semi- 
ary reported taat it was in an unsatisfactory 
condition. In 1882 the number of students was 
78; in 1873, 70; andin 1874there were 73. ‘he 
finances of the institution were increasing, but 
tho salaries paid to professors was utterly unfit 
for their support. ‘Tue report was referred back 
to the Committee, 

CONFIRMATION OF BISHOPS. 

The order of business on the calendar was 
taken up where it was left off on Saturday, be- 
ing the consideration of the report of the Com- 
mittee on Canon No. 7, respecting the proposed 
amendmen to Sects. 20 and 3 of Canon 13, 
litie 1 of the Digest, with. regard to 
the Confirmation of Bishops. A vote was taken 
on the amendmént offered by Mr. Stearnes, of 
Easton, that the contirmation of a Bishop be 
committed tothe standing committees instead 
of the House of Veputies. A vote was taken by 
diocese anc orders, and was lost, as foliows: 
Clergy—Yeas, 10; nays, 25; divided, 6. Laity— 
Yeas, 9; nays, 26; divided, 10. 

A substitute was offered by Mr. Bartho’omew, 
of Kanaas, for the report of the Committee, 
which was aleo lost. The original report of the 
Comuittee was then adopted. 

SUPERANNUATED BISHOPS, 

The resolution offered by Dr, Schenck, on 
Saturday, calling far the appointmeut of a Com- 
mittee to consider the age and iolirmities of 
Presiding Bishops, and to take what action might 
be deemed necessary, was adopted. 

THE RITUAL. 

The report of the Commitieeon Canon No. 19, 
on the ritual, beimg the order of the day for 
noon, came up for discussion, which was opened 
by the Rev. George Leeds, of Maryland. He 
said the sooner mea knew what was allowable in 
the Prayer Book the better persons would be 
allowed their privileges within certain boun- 
daries, The Church andita members must be 
protected by well-defiued, elastic, and thorough- 
ly sound boundaries. 

The Rev. Dr. Fulton spoke on behalf of the 
Committee. He said there had been great un- 
easiness in the Church itself to see what they 
would do with this vexed question of 
the ritual. Great numbers of documents 
were sent in to the Committee relating 
to the ritual which required careful study. But 
he thought the fears of the public we:e exag- 
gerated, as the Church was not so near destruc- 
tion as they thought. Several of the Committee, 
if not the majority, would rather not present 
@ canon or ritual to them at all. It was true tbat 
innovations on the ritual might bave a changing 
effect upon the doctrine of the Church. He, aa 
the voungest member of the Committee, took it 
upon himself to say they had examined the mat- 
ter in all its bearings, and most thoroughly; 
they had sat five days before they couid put a 
word on paper. The rubrics of the Prayer- 
Book bad ther roots away down in the 
earlier daya of the. Church, and no person 
should touch them. Wheao a Bishop heard of 
erroneous practices or ceremonials in the cele- 
bration of the Holy Communion, he was to make 
an investigation into the matter with the Stand- 
ing Committee of the diocese. The Committee 
enjoined that everything relating to this should 
receive the most careful consideration. The 
Committee on Canons of the House of Bishops, 
he said, was unanimously in favor of this canon. 

Dr. Cady said be was authorized to state that 
the Committee of the House of Bishops were not 
in favor of it. 

The Rev. Dr. DeKoven, of Wisconsin. then 


took the floor, and one hour was voted him to | 


speak on the subject. 

Before recess, the Chairman appointed a com- 
mitiee relative to a resolution offered by the 
Rev. Dr. Schenck. 

The Committee on Conference, to whom was 
referred the subject of the memorial from Texas, 
submitted a report signifying their consent and 
agreement to a division of the Diocese of Texas. 

DR. DE KOVEN ON THE RITUAL. 

After recess the Rev. Dr. DeKoven made his 
address. He said it wasa fact that our Church 
had admitted men into holy orders not holding 
the doctrines of the Church, such as, for in- 
stance, the doctrine of baptismal regeneration, 
which he, the speaker, believed. Surely the 
time was coming, or had come, when this Church 
of ours would be prepared to say what was 
the limit of the ritual on the one hand 
or the other, and he would say that the commis- 
sion appointed would be the proper way to pro- 
tect the Church from charges of heentiouaness 
or lawlessness. If he had his own way he would 
prefer no canon at all on the subject. He 
thought that the forbidding of any particular 
things, such as the use of incense or the crucifix, 
was violating the principle of interfering with 
her rubrics or articles of religion. He thought 
the Church should be above the Paul Pry sort of 
work in sending around Presbyters to ferret out 
in what parishes thesé ceremonies were being 
used. as ‘this Church prepared to say that 


the use of incense was wrong, when, according | 


to the Scri , the use of incense symbolized 
yer? He quoted from the Scripture where 
aron stayed the plague with incense, a8 show- 
ing that it was used iu the worship of God by 
the patriarchs. He was of opinion that it was a 
Christian privilege to worship the Holy Preseuce 
in the sacrament. If this Church wished to re- 
strict these observances, he, the speaker, was 
willing to bow to the Church order, but the cry 
would be fofced from a thousand hearts, ‘‘ Let 
me die in my own country, and let my bones be 
laid with those of my father and mother.” 

He argued tnat a man may bold in this Cburch 
that Chiist’s body and blood were in sacramental 
union with the holy elements. He moved an 
amendment to the canon reported by the Com- 
mittee by striking out the words “Or if any 
comp/aiut be made to him in writing by two or 
more of his Presbyters,” by inserting ins‘ead of 
the words “erroneous or doubtful doctrives ” 
the words “doctrines not in accordance with 
those of this Church,” and by striking out the 
following : 

And as examples the following are dec’ared to be 
considered 2s such; (a4) Use of incehse; (0) placing 
or carrying or retaining acrucifizin any pert of tne 
piace of public worship; (c) elevation of the elements 
in the Holy Communica in suck a Manver as to expose 
them to the view of the people as Oujects toward which 
advuration is to be made; (d) any act of adoration of or 
towards the elementea im Hoiy Communion, such as 
bowlugs, prostrations, genufiections, and all suvb like 
acts not auluerized or allowed by tile Book Of Couaion 
Prayer 

MESSAGES FROM THE HOUSE OF BISHOPS. 
A message was received from the House of 
shops concurring with the House of Deputies 
in regard to tue division of the Diocese of 
Lexas. : 

Another message informed the House of Dep- 
tities that the House of Bishops concutred in 
Message No. 25, from the lower house, with re- 
gard to the disciplive of communicants. 

The subject was discussed at length, after 
which the Convention adjourned.

The amendment to the canons of the Episco- 
pal Church in America, which is intended to re- 
press Ritualism, was taken up yesterday, ac- 
cording to previous anncuncement, in the House 
of Delegates of the Convention in New York. 
As examples of ceremonies symbolizing erro- 
neous or doubiful doctrines, the proposed 
amendment cites: (1) the use of incense; (2) 
the presentation of the crucifix; (3) the eleva- 
tion of the elements in the Holy Communion as 
objects of adoration; (4) acts of adoration of 
or towards the elements. The event of the 
day wasaspeech by Dr. DeKoven, who said, if 
he was correctly reported, that all the practices 
mentioned in the amendment are believed by 
bim and many other churchmen to be coun- 
tenanced of God. For himself, Dr. DeKoven 
spoke very explicitly. He doubtiess thought the 
opportunity to clear up his record and satisfy 
the minds of churchmen in the West too good to 
be missed. He at least is one of the class 
intended to be subdued by the  anti- 
Ritualists. The contest in the Convention 
over the question of Ritualism has been fairly 
commenced, and promises to be the most note- 
worthy one of ail that has recently stirred the 
religious world. Those observers who believe 
that the trial of this quarrel can be much longer 
postponed have the comfortable, but nov the 
reasonable, view of the situation.

THIRD-TERM RUMBLINGS, 

That sedate and methodical newspaper, the 
New York Evening Post, has considered the 
Third-Term questicn of sufficient importance to 
call for an editorial a column and a quarter in 
length, ending with the declaration that under 
no circumstances will it support Gen. Grant, or 
anybody else, fora thirdterm. Simultaneously 
with the article in the Post there appears one 
in the Concord (N. H.) Monitor; saying that, if 
Gen. Grant will not disavow ail third-term in- 
tentions and aspirations, it will be the manifest 
duty of the New Hampshire Republicans to pass 
a resolution in their next State Convention sol- 
embly condemning the third-term nonsense. 
Meanwhile the effort to induce Gen. Grant to 
disclaim the idea of a third nomination—an ef- 
fort which has been greatly stimulated by the 
elections in Ohio and Indiana—has completely 
failed. Our dispatches from Washington say 
that on Saturday the President was waited on by 
a committee of prominent Republicans, with 
Judge Edmunds at the front and Secretary Robe- 
son in the rear, with a view to obtain from him 
an explicit denial of any third-term aspirations. 
‘**An account of the interview, given by one of

it would be time enough to decline a nomination 
when it should be proffered. Beyond this he sat 
silent and had nothing to offer.” This account 
of the interview receives a quasi confirmation in 
a dispatch to the Associated Pregs, in which it is 
stated that ** Although much has been said and 
written upon the subject, the question has not 
come to him [Grant] in a form requiring a reply, 
and therefore any utterance he might make 
would not only be gratuitous and intrusive, but 
contrary to usage.” 

This closes the door to any expectation or 
hope that the President will help the party 
which has twice elected him out of the quag- 
mire in which it has been plunged by 
the agency of his most intimate friends 
and confidants, and, as we believe, by 
his own connivance. The third-term — policy 
is largely, though not wholly, responsible for 
the Republican overthrow in Ohio and Indiana. 
If Gen. Dix is defeated next week in New York, if 
[linois sends an Opposition majority to-Congress, 
if New Jersey and Pennsylvania disclose heavy 
gaps in the Republican column, the result will 
be chargeable, in great part, to the same cold- 
blooded and selfish design. The people are de- 
termined to put a stop to the third-term busi- 
ness before it fairly begins. The only way they 
ean see to do this is by giving the Republican 
party a shock in advance of the campaign of 
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The Rev. T. A. Goodwin, who was arraigned 
before the Indiana Methodist Conference for 
heresy by the Rev. F. B. Knott, a case to which 
we have once before alluded, was acquitted. 
His acquittal was secured very largely by his 
own defense of himself, which is one of the 
most able end masterly efforts ever made upon 
such an occasion. As one or two of its points 
are particularly applicable to a recent case of 
heresy tried in this city, we give them. Mr. 
Goodwin said: 


I never before could fully appreciate the happiness 
of Paul, when, having been arraigned for heresy, he 
was permitted to speak for himself. Heresy-bunters 
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to be got cheap, if at all. Thus it has happened 


| that the alliance has been dissolved. There have 


been mutterings of the storm for some time 
past. Thetwo or three Communists who have 
drawn on the Republican campaign funds have 
been expelled by their party,—nominally, be- 
cause they took the morey; really, it is said, 
because they failed, after taking it, to go shares 
with their less lucky comrades. One blatant 
demagogue after another has thus been got rid 
of, but the supply is so large that no difliculty 
was found in filling a good-sized hall, Sunday 
afternoon, with those still on hand. The Con- 
vention did two things. It ejected voters and 
selected candidates. The Twentieth Section of 
the Chicago Commune, having gone out, was put 
When the voters had been expelled, 
the candidates were nominated. For the Legis- 
lature, Messrs. Prodeék Hudek, Guido Methua, 
Bettetil, Maiefsky, Wasika, Sierks, and Grap- 
sieska solicit the suffiages of Chicago. It is un- 
fortunate for them that a large number of Chi- 
cagoans who have acted on the principle they 
profess—the abolition of private property—are 
now enjoying the State’s hospitality at Joliet, 
and will be prevented from voting at the coming 
election by circumstances beyond their control. 
When this Legislative ticket was fairly set afloat 
by speeches, more or less (chiefly more) silly, 
from the candidates, the seventeen votes of the 
party were solemnly pledged to Messrs. Gore and 
Etter, whoseelection as State lreasurerand Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction is thus assured. 
Last and least came Francis A. Hoffman, Jr. He 
cannot plead the ignorance that partially ex- 
cuses the vagaries of his dupes. His preaching 
of Communism and his careful abstention from 
its practice are alike noticeable. His speech in 
acceptance of the Congressional nomination for 
the Third District has one noteworthy and 
truthful sentence. ‘‘I know,” said this panderer 
to vulgar prejudice, *‘that I am going into the 
battle to be defeated.” He added that his de- 
feat would be a victory. We quite agree with 
him. It will be a victory for common sense. 
Fortunately, there is not the slightest danger of 
the election of any nominee of the Commune. 
The ticket has probably been put forward for 
the sake of selling it out to anybody willing to 
pay a round sum for its imaginary constituency. 
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IS HURLBUT A 1'‘ORGER ? 

The Republican candidate for Congress in the 
Fourth District, having been forced into a cor- 
ner with reference to his ccrrupt transactions 
while commanding the Depart nent of the Gulf, 
has printed in his own defe se certain letters 
from E. M. Stanton and Gen. awlins, in which 
the writers profess disbelief in che reports of his 
scandalous conduct, and upon these letters he 
relies for his exculpation. It is unfortunate, 
however, for Gen. Hurlbut that these letters 
take no cognizance of several very important 
charges, the truth of which has been established 
by his own and other competent testimony. One 
of these charges is that of forgery, and this 
charge has neither been controverted nor dis- 
proven by himself nor by any of the whitewash- 
ing letters. 

It will be remembered that after his partner, 


- Robinson, was released from prison he got tired 


of carrying his load alone, and informed Hur]l- 
but that some help would prove acceptable. 
Said Robinson: ‘I have been very cautious in 
all my sayings and movements, since arrested, 
which could in any wise compromise you. . . 

As aman of honor, you must now stand by and 
help me.” Robinson then appointed a secret in- 
terview, which Huribut attended, and at this 
interview, which took place in April, 1865, the 
two devised a plan to account for the corruption- 
fund. by which Hurlbut was to give Robinson 
& memorandum of instructions dated back to 
November, 1864, showing that part of the money 
had been expended in the secret-service, and ac- 
counting for the remainder in other ways. This 
memoraudum was drawn up and given to 
Robinson, and it was in evidence before 
the Commission which investigated the 
charges. The forgery was deeemed so 
conclusive that it was one of the principal 
causes which subsequently led to his arrest. 
What are the facta concerning this attempt of 
Hurlbut to prove his honesty backwards? The 
testimony before the Commission, which is the 
official record of the case, shows that Gen. Hurl- 
but writes strong, clear hand. It being the 
month of April when he wrote the memorandum, 
he naturally commenced to write the name of 
that month, but, detecting the mistake when he 
had written the ‘‘ A,” and not taking the precanu- 
tion to obliterate it or use a fresh sheet of pa- 
per, he wrote directly over the “A” an ‘N,” in 
the abbreviation of November, which “A” is 
still distinctly visible in the memorandum. There 
are other facts corroborating the forgery. The 
ink which was used was of a different quality 
from that used in November. The paper 
upon which it was written was of a 
new style received in April. The letter 
was piaced in an ordinary letter-press and a fair 
and legible copy was obtained, which had the 
peghiiar hae of s oopy of a freshly-written ietcer, 
and of precissly tas evlor of ous written by Gea, 


the same day. 

As the letters of Stantonand Rawlings make 
no allusions to this unfortunate attempt at for- 
gery, which was partly disclosed bythe clumsi- 
ness with which it was done and partly by his 
own bungling and confused testimony, it is a fair 
question to ask, how the letters of Stanton and 
Rawlins help him? Here is one charge out of 
many Others distinctly made and distinctly 
proven. The letters which he prints make no 
allusion to this charge. One of two inferences 
must be made. Either the writers were not aware 
of the charge, which is inconceivable, 
as Gen. Smith aud the Hon. James 
T. Brady had reported it to the War 
Department, or they were 80 convinced of the 
truth of it that they were compelled to keep 
silence about it. There is another phase of this 
question. The charge of forgery is the key-note 
of the whole situation. Lanocent men ao not 
resort to forgery of this kind, and any man who 
does has something to cover up which cannot 
bear the light. Until Gen. Hurlbut can disprove 
bis forgery, he stands guilty of the charges of 
corruption made against him by the Commission. 
It is absurd for him to claim his innocence upon 
the strength of letters which take no cognizance 
of the most serious charge which has been made 
against bim; as absurd as the statement made 


by him that he demanded a trial,—a demand 
which was not made until the Government bad 
aunounced its intention of not trying him pe- 
cause the War was over and nothing could be 
gained by it. 


THE REV. MR. STCCKING’S SUNDAY SER- 
MON. 


The sermon of Mr. Stocking, published in 
yesterday's paper, is a very significant produc- 
tion, and as able as it is significant. lt is not a 
plea for Ritualism. Neither is it an attack on 
Ritualism. It breatbes no spirit of rebellion 
against the Church of which the Rev. Mr. Stock- 
ing is@ member and a clergyman. It is not 
exactly a vindication of Prof. Seymour against 
the charges of his opponents. Itis a protest 
against ai bitrariness inchurch matters ; against 
the condemnation of a respectable clergyman 
without trial and without a hearing; against de- 
priving members of the miniscry of those 
rights and privileges which are the nec- 
essary safeguards of their reputation. The 
Episcopal Church im _  _@¢thia country is 
not a close corporation. Its Conventions are 
representative bodies. They represent not only 
the Bishops, but the humblest clergyman of the 
Church and the fumbilest layman. Lvery mem- 
ber of the Church has directly or indirectly a 
voice in the ecclesiastical assemblies. This is 
the philosophy of its system of church and lay 
delegates to the Conventions of that Church. 
And precisely because Episcopal Conventions are 
representative bodies, is it necessary that they 
should be held with open doors. The people and 
clergy-who sead representatives to a Convention 
of the Church have a mght to know what their 
representatives are doing in the Convention. If 
the Convention sits in judgment on the clerical 
character of a mivister of the Church, he cer- 
tainly should be allowed the right to appear and 
defend himself. The public opinion of the Church 
cannot but have a beneficial effect on the 
course of the just as the 
public opinion of the couatry has upon the Rep- 
resentatives in Cougress, or as the public opin- 
ion of acommunity has on the conduct of the 
average individual member of the community. 
Only on the supposition that the general or avy- 
erage opinion of the members of the Church is 
radically heterodox or opposed to the best inter- 
ests of the Church can its represertative body 
desire to avoid its influence by carrying on its 
deliberations with closed doors. The protest to 
the Convention against Dr. Seymour's confirma- 
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tion should not have been kept secret, as it prac- 
tically was. As Mr. Stocking saya, the withhold 
ing of that document from the clergy and laity 
was a severe reflection on the honesty of 
purpose and fairness of action of Dr. 
Seymour’s supporters. This was certain- 
ly bad’ enough. But when the papers 
were sent to the Convention in New York they 
were carefully kept from the Standing Commit- 
tee of the diocese, from the delegation in attend- 
ance, and from the supporters of Dr. Seymour. 
And, as if this was not enough, the House of 
Clerical and Lay Deputies went into secret ses- 
sion over the confirmation,—a thing almost 
without precedent in the history of the Episco- 
pal Church in this country. 

We are not the judges whether or not Dr. 
Seymour is a fit candidate for Episcopal honors, 
but there are certain rules of justice which are 
applicable to the case of all men and under all 
circumstances. Among these are the right of the 
accused to a hearing before he is censured or 
condemned, and of a constituency to the respect 
at least of the body to which they are entitled 
to send, and do send, delegates. These rules 
are applicable not only to the man of the world 
and to secular organizations, but to the members 
of religious bodies, especially when they live under 
a representative form of ecclesiastical govern- 
ment, as is the casein the Episcopal Church. 
The action of the General Convention has been 
sufficiently pronounced on the subject of Rit- 
ualism to warrant its members in laying before 
the whole Church the charges preferred against 
Dr. Seymour. If these charges impute Ritualis- 
tic tendencies and practices to him, and are 
proven to the satisfaction of unprejudiced 
judges, then his rejection as Bishop of Lilinois 
will be acquiesced in by the great majority of 
the membership. But in the present aspect of 
the case there must and will be more or less 
grumbling. 
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DR. E. S. KIMBERLEY. 


Dr. Edmund Stoughton Kimberley died at 
Hvbla Hill, in Lake County, on Monday last. 
He was born in Troy, N. Y., April 7, 1803, and 
was in his 72d year. He had been failing for 
some months, and, without any particularly 
marked disease, gradually faded away, retaining 
his senses, however, to the last. Dr. Kimberley 
was well known to the earlier citizens of Cbi- 
cago. He prepared for college at Lenox, Maas., 
and graduated at Union College in 1822. He 
resided with a physician in Troy, and studied 
medicine, and also attended a botanical course 
in the Polytechnic School in the same city. He 
visited the South in order to study practically 
the subject of fevers, remaining in Alabama 
several years. He returned to settle up his 
father’s estate, and then moved to New York 
City, where he attended the College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons, and graduated there in 1828. 
The next year he married Miss Maria Teresa 
Eliis, the daughter of an importing mer- 
chant, and began the practice of medi- 
cine. In 1832 he visited the West in 
order to select a future residence, making 
the journey on horseback. He came to 
Cnicago, and, after remaining here a few weeks, 
he returned, and in the spring of 1833 brought 
his family. Chicago at that time was a village 
of 200 inhabitants. When the “town” was or- 
ganized, he was one of the first Board of Trus- 
tecs, and his name is on the list of twenty-eight 
voters who participated in the first election held 
is Onieago. Hs was peaseaued of some capital, 


and engared largely in business, dealing in hard- 
ware, drugs, etc. Healso made large ventures 
in land speculations. The panic of 1837, how- 
ever, swept away all the enterprise and capital 
that had gathered in Chicago, and Dr. Kimber- 
ley’s means went with the rest. He practiced 
medicine, and opened the first drug-store in the 
city, under the old Tremont House, at the north- 
west corner of Lake and Dearborn streets. He, 
like all the men of that day, took an active part 
in politics, and was a delegate in the first politi- 
cal convention ever held in this State, in 1833. 
He continued in the practice of medicine until 
1846, when he was elected County Recorder. 
The offtce was abolished two years later, and he 
was elected County Clerk, which office he held 
until 1852, when he was succeeded by Mr. Charles 
B. Farwell. 

In 1857-8, he left Chicago with his family for 
a country place in Lake County, where, with his 
family and grand-children, he lived in quiet re- 
tirement and comfort uatil his death. Mrs. 
Kimberley is still living. He left four sons: 
1. Louis A. Kimberley, a Captain in the United 
States Navv, who has won an honorable distinc- 
tion, and was the Executive officer of the Hart- 
ford, Commodore Farragut’s flag-ship, during 
the War; 2. John E£. Kimberley; 3. George 8. 
Kimberley; 4. Agustus Kimberley,—all living in 
this city. His two daugiters were Mrs. Don- 
nelly, widow of James M. Donnelly, formerly 
City Marshal, and Mrs. Wheeler, wife of F. A. 
Wheeler, Esq., of ‘his city. Dr. Kimberley was a 
gentleman of liberal education, kind-hearted, 
frank and honorabie in all his dealings. He was 
prominent as a Democrat so long as he took 
part in politics, and was universally liked and 
respected by all who kuew him. 
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Mr. Bumble bas fallen. When a Beadle falls, 
he falls like Lucifer, never to rise again, and 
Mr. Bamble, whose family-name is strangely 
Rose, will remain in the mud of private life for- 
ever. There was a meeting of the Vestry of St. 
Bride’s, London, and Mr. Bumble Rose was 
present in all the pomp and circumstance of a 
parish officer. Mr. Rose would be heard, and 
the Vestry did not want to hear him. Mr. Rose 
became so turbulent that he was carried off by 
the police,—he, a Beadle, by acommon police- 
man. He was arraigned before the Lord Mayor, 
and bound over to keep the peace for six 
months. It was alleged that his garrulity 
was due to an  ~over-dose of gin, a 
beverage the parochial dignitary is said to 
relish in common with less exalted clay. With 
diguity, Mr. Rose produced from his embroider- 
ed coat-tail a flask of rbubarb-wine, and asked 
if that could disturb the sobriety and serenity of 
a parochial magnate. The bond to keep the 
peace for six months was also as frail as the 
Beadie’s brain, He broke it in six minutes upon 
the policeman who had arrested him, and, in six 
more, found himself committed for trial on the 
charge of assault. Is ita wonder that he wept 
to find all his triumphs shrunk toa litie cell? 
Shade of Oliver, you are avenged. 
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A special dispatch to the New York Zvening 
Post indicates that in one department of the 
Government, at least, the dictation of members 
of Congress as to appointments will no longer 
be submitted to. During each session of Oon- 
gress for the past four or five years it has been 
sought to make it a misdemeanor for members 
of Congress to attempt to secure the appoiut- 
ment of any person to a Federal office. The 
measure bas always failed, however, for obvious 
reasons. Secretary Bristow has taken the mat- 
ter into his own hands, and has openly intimated 
that while he is ready and willing to receive ad- 
vice from Congressmen, he will not submit to 
their dictation about appointments, nor will he 
make appointments solely upon their recom- 
dation. The Secretary is to be congratulated at 
least upon his praiseworthy personal effort for 
Civil-Service Reform, but it will be time enough 
to congratulate him upon the result when he 
has met the Congressional pressure. It is safe 
to assume that they will fight for their political 
bread and butter to the bitter end.

It does seem as if one claas of people were 
never tired of informing other classes of the 
dangers which lurk im articles of food and of 
harrowing up their souls with suspicions of con- 
etant danger to their stomachs. The latest 
announcement of this sort is made by the French 
paper La Liberte, which states that a wild 
vanilla has been introduced into commerce, 
which possesses poisonous properties, as a sub- 
stitate for the cultivated variety, which is not 
poisonous. As this plant is largely used in fla- 
voring, the statement is an important one, and 
might cause very general alarm were it not for 
the fact that Dr. Hoffmann announces to the 
Academie des Sciences that the aromatic princi- 
ple of the vanilla bean has been obtained from 
pine sap. If this be true, its cheapness will 
banish both cultivated and uncultivated vanilla 
from the market, and we can eat our creams 
and drink our chocolate with untroubled souls.

HOOLEY’S THEATRE. 

It is one of the peculiarities‘of this city that a 
new play ora new actor does not call out such 
ap audience as usually greets a novelty in other 
large cities. It has become a proverb in the 
amusement world, and is looked for as a matter 
of course. The public will not, therefore, learn 
with surprise that Mr. Bartley Campbell's latest 
piece, ‘‘The Virginian,” was produced to an 
audience only fair in point of numbers. What 
was lacking in size was made up in good feeling. 
The audience was warm and generous in its 
bestowal of applause, and gave the anthor and 
the players every possible encouragement. A 
more kindly disposed house it has not been the 
good fortune of either Mr. Campbell or any 
other young author to meet in this city in many 
years. 

“ The Virginian ” ie a play which has cost its 
author more labor than any of his earlier pieces, 
from which it differs very considerably. We 
gave a sketch of the story in our issue of Sun- 
day, and shall not repeatit. The interest, it may 
be said by way of a reminder, turns upon au 
incident of the War. The wife of a soldier sup- 
posed to have fallen on the battle-field marries 
again, andon the reappearance of the former 
husband returns to him on moral grounds and 
slowly wears herself to death. @ subject 
which Mr. Campbell has chosen for his new 
drama is one capable of exciting a great deal of 
interest, aud, in sustaining this through, the play 
has not been wanting. He so far appeals to the 
general public as to leave ita matter of moral 
option whether the claim of the husband 
who had known {f@r but four months, 
and had presumably died, was equal to that of 
the second, who had loved and lived with her 
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tent rather tedious. be 
of the drama is in the middie of the second act. 
This gives a rather ungraceful result. There is 
an in 


some effort, which the auditor forgives in antici- 
pation ofa powerfal crowning incident, but asthe 
play Pr sses the hope is deferred, and even 
the ane of the heroine is a weak finale. 
Judged from a first performance, we should 
say that the sentiment of the drama was 
by no means as strong as the comedy. The lat- 
ter is bright and natural, while the former is 
somewhat heavy and artificial. The action of 
the later acts is wanting in vigor and freshness, 
and the death-damp seems to hang upon every- 
body. Every now and again a bright scene is 
thrown in to lighten it up, and with very good 
effect, but there is still something wanting. 
The character-work has been performed in the 
same way. Where comedy characters are studied, 
they are abundantly good; where sentiment 
leads, they are not finished. The gushing sis- 
ter of the heroine always quarreling with her 
lover is a very natural and forcible bit of char- 
acterization; the bibulous lawyer, prone toa 
net speech upon every occasion, whether he is 
arguing, Making love, or pouring out sympathy 
and advice, is a comical personage, who makes 
immediate friends ; the bright and sensible little 
maid, baif friend and half servant, loving the 
bibulous lawyer, and aware of his failings, is 
another happy creation; the other lover, 
spoony to a degree, yet possessing manly qual- 
ities evinced in a quaint manner, is equally dis- 
tinct and pleasing ; but the main characters—the 
whole-souled Virginian whose fortunes we fol- 
low with so much interest, and his charming 
wife—are not by any means as artistically drawn ; 
while the absent husband, who turns up at the 
inopportune moment to claim his wife, is a very 
upgrateful and overdrawn ruftian. 

The dialogue of the piece is not brilliant, but 
possesses a quaint, homely, natural quality, 
which is more intelligible to the average au- 
dience, perhaps, than the scintiliations of Sher- 
idan, and causes ro little merriment to the au- 
dieace. The development of character is per- 
ceptible of course in the conversation, and here 
we find some of the inconsistencies in that of 
Vandyke Vernon, the rude blacksmith from 
Virginia. He quotes Shakespeare with a force 
and readiness which bespeak no little reading. 
When the other husband appears he says: *‘ You 
shall have justice; full and exact justice,” 
which may be found in the mouth of Shylock. In 
other instances we find him making use of simi- 
lar phrases, On the other hand, when describ- 
ing the plan of his new house to his wife, he 
mentions a library, and in answer to her ques- 
tion a8 to what he, a biacksmith, with 
uo opportunity for reading, wants with a library, 
replies that this is very true, but everybody else 
has a library, and they must be in the fasnion— 
a remark which, even if not serious, would not 
be apt to come from a Shaks; eare-reading black- 
smith. But ifis not in this respect so much as 
in others that the character lacks completeness 
of outhne; there is nothing actually distinct 
about it. From the title and other data we are 
led to expect a strongly-drawn representative 
Virgmian. In this respect Mr. Campbell bas not 
realized our anticipations. Vernon might just 
as well come from Maine or Texas. Great hearts 
are to be found in every State, and novbility of 
purpose is not confined to Virginia. Almost the 
same fault can be found with Kale Calveri, the 
heroine. She isagentie, loving, pure-minded, and 
perfectly docile woman, who bears her misfor- 
tuves with tears and patience, but there is little 
of character to her. The Virginian bas eturdy 
manhood, and his supposed wife womauly quali- 
ties which we ought to find in every bhousenold. 
As to Calvert, he is nothing more than a bratal!l 
bully, lacking the sensibility of a geutleman or 
the generosity of an ordinary burglar. The re- 
maining personage, Calvert senior, is merely an 
inn-keeper with a hobby for compromise. 

Mr. Campbell has shown increasing maturity 
in reaching below the mere surface of events to 
play upon the feelings which are common to 
human nature, and has in @ manner succeeded 
in stirring them. But, while he reaches them, be 
fails to move them in obedience to any fixed 
purpo-e. Herutiles them without giving them 
direction. At this date, when the hot impulse 
of the French drama is beginning to fail, it re- 
quires something of skillto move the passions or 
sentiments without recourse to violence. ** The 
Virginian” i# a perfectly pure and wholesome 
drama, and its story is interesting, but we can- 
not say that the author has exhibited any aston- 
ishing Dower over the sympathies, or left apy 
very decided impression other than on the 
debatable ground suggested at the commence- 
ment of these remarks. 

The eusemble of the acting was extremely 
cre litabie to the company. Mr. O'Neil made all 
that was possible out of the framework of Van- 
dyke Vernon, and showed that the part had been 
very carefully studied. Dut, while we can un- 
derstand the elaboration of the part into a very 
striking character, we must look to the author to 
remodel! it, to bring out its rugged sirengeth and 
=.mple manhood before we can criticise the actor 
for presenting a rather feeb'e portraiture. 

Miss Hawthorne played Kate Calvert with true 
womanly feeling aad sincerity, both in the 
lighter and the darker phases of the drama, but 
her part was not sufficiently strong to bring out 
her full power. The death-scene was, we recret 
to say, alittletame. If we must have death- 
scenes, they must moveus. To sit calmly un- 
moved in the presence of the monster is unen- 
durable. The crowning act is well worked up, 
but its climax is commonplace. 

Mr. Crane as Annanias Gingle was very amus- 
ing. He made the most of the part, and plaveu 
it without in any marked degree violating 
the probabilities. He has a vast amount 
of expression, which he seems to evolve 
from asingle attitude. He might enrich his 
personation of Gringle by striking one new one. 
Pomposity and seif-consciousness are very nice- 
iy displayed (upon thé stage) by putting one’s 
left band under one’s coat-taiis and inflating 
one’s lungs; but there are other gestures quite 
as effective and not quite as familiar. 

Mrs. Williams played the part of Jemima Jen- 
kins with pleasant naivete and freshness. It was 
ner first appearance after a very severe iiluessa, 
but she played with such spirit and genuine 
spontaneous heartiness that nobody would have 
supposed that ber spurits had been affected by 
sickuess. 

A very pleasant and wholesome bit of charac- 
terization was that of Miss Doyle, who piayed 
the part ot Lou Manning, the voung lady whose 
adjectives were ali in the superlative degree, aud 
whose quarrels with her lover coustituted an im- 
portant elemeut of the brighter portion of the 
play. The syntactical errors of which Miss Man- 
ning, not Miss Doyle, was guilty were doubly 
striking in one 80 eiegantuly costumed. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick played the shy and devoted 
lover to the a lady in an amusing 
manner, and enacted the sheepish young person 
with whom the proprietary rights of engage- 
ment were uppermost in his thoughts with a 
true appreciation of the humor, and with easo 
and consistency. 

Mr. Saulsbury, as Richard Calvert, had noth- 
ing to do but play the bully, and played it weil, 
wile Mr. Ryer, as Cromiell Calvert, and Mr. 
Dunbar as Jack, the blacksmith’s apprentice, 
both deserved praise. 

The scenery was generally good, and the dress- 
ing of the ladies rather too stylish and pretty for 
their condition. The audience heartily enjoyed 
the drama, called the principals out after the 
third act, and Mr. Campbell was demanded after 
the fall of the curtain. He made a pleasant, 
unassuming little speech, and was heartily ap- 
plauded. ‘*‘The Virginian” will be continued 
until further notice. 

M’VICKER’S THEATRE. 

After weeks of opera, McVicker’s was restored 
last evening to the legitimate, with Miss Carlotta 
LeClercq as the star. The house was not a large 
one. Itis not strange that this should be the 
case. The drama was the ancient and thread- 
bare “East Lynne,” which shares with *‘ Ca- 
mille” the honor of leading the “ sniveling 
drama ” on the American stage. It is strange 
that such accomplished artists as Mies LeClereq 
should descend to Lady Isabel to please au- 
diences, Of course she played it well, but there 
is a sort of hypocrisy about the part, and an ar- 
tificiality about its emotion which rather disgust 
than move. The piece was well played and well 
mounted. It will be repeated to-night. To- 
morrow vight the latest moderized version of 
**The School for Scandal” will be given, wita 
Miss LeClercq as Lady Teazie. 

THE ACADEMY. 

In the inauguration of thew fall and winter 
season last evening the Academy of Music peo- 
ple gave a lift tothe now somewhat neglected 
plays of the * Bard of Avon,” selecting “ Romeo 
and Juliet” for their opening drama. This love- 
sick tragedy has been done to death, in times 
gone by, before Chicago audiences, and it is not 
therefore to be wondered at that the attendance 
at the Academy last night was not quite in ac- 
cordance with the expectations of the mauage- 
ment. The parquetie was well filled, but the 
galleries were rather thinly populated. The 
moderp mind—eepecially the Chicago mind—can 
hardly comprehend tae extremes to which love 
could hurl the hghtly-clad and suu-burned ladies 
and gentlemen of Italy in the middle ages. 
Whenever William Shakepeare desired to make 
the grand passion of human natnre particularly 
transcendental, he selected persons of dark com- 
plexion, and made the land of macaroni the 
scene of their exploits.
